PAID $34,000 FOR 
ARCHBOLD LETTERS 


Foraker Gives Senate Statement 
Based on What Men Who 
Stole Them Say. 


FILES IN OFFICE RIFLED 


Negro, Son of Archbold Butler. 
and Another Archbold Em- 
ploye Got Correspondence.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Former Sen- 


ator Foraker today produced a state- 
ment before the Senate Campaign Ex- 
penditures Investigating Committee, 
prepared by Gilchrist Stewart, purport- 
ing to be based on a description by W. 
W. Winkfield, negro, a son of John D. 
Archbold’s butler, of how Winkfield and 
Charles Stump took the ‘Archbold let- 
ters’’ from the Standard Oil offices and 
sold them to a representative of Wii- 


liam R. Hearst. 

“Mr. Hearst said yesterday that he 
did not know how the letters were pro- 
cured,” declared the former Senator. 
“Such a preposterous story as that you 
might tell to the marines, but to n* 
one else.”’ 

Foraker said Stewart in 1908 sent hira 
a newspaper clipping, in which W. A. 
Uliman, “‘attorney for C. P. Taft,’’ was 
reported to have consulted with Hearst 
about the letters before they were pub 
lished and suggested that Ollman, Taft 
and John T. Cronin, the latter former- 
ly connected politically : awith Mr. 
Hearst, be called as witnesses. 

Foraker declared that about a week 
ago he had Stewart go to Chicago, 
wheré Winkfield was working as a wai- 
ter, and ascertain what he knew. Upon 
the interview, he said, Stewart had 
nased his report. What that report can- 
tained Foraker proceeded to. detail, de- 
claring that he did not vouch for its 
accuracy. He added that the commit- 
tee could call Winkfield. 

Saw Hearst’s “Representative.” 

According to ths statement presented, 
Winkfield and Stump noticed a newspa- 
per item about the sale of letters, and 
Ltaking some from the Archbold files, 
tried to sell them, but failed. Finally,

American, making the offer, ard the 


fnext day called up. They insisted on 


talking to Hearst, but were contented 
to meet a ‘‘representative’’ in the “Lit- 
tle Savoy’’ Saloon. 

As & result of that conference they 
went the next day to the private edi- 
torial office of the New York Am 2rican, 
where a mun named Eldridge talked to 
them. They were told that Hearst 
stated that they were performing a 
great public duty. They talked as to 
the price with Eldridge, wanting $10,- 
000, but getting.a promise of only $5000. 

The next day they delivered the let- 
ters to EKildridge to be photographed, 
and recived 50 $100 bills. 

The statement declared that other 
letters were wanted and that Winkfield 
and Stump were given a list of 200 Sen- 
ators, “<ongressmen, judges and Gov- 
ernors, with the assurances that the 
letters from them to Archbold would 
be paid for well. For one batch of such 
letters they claimed to have received 
$3000 and foz another $4000. 

Penrose Letters Hizh. 

For the Penrose, Hanna and Foraker 
letters, the statement said, Eldridgs 
paid the'n $7000. 

“Evidently we were the fat cattle,’’ 
remarked F'oraker. 

In all, the statement continued, $34,- 
000 was paid to the two men. For two 
signatures of Archbold, standing alone, 
they claimed, they were paid $500.

Eugene Latinette Shows Con- 
tract With L. J. Scherrer for 
Use of Name in Suit.

Agreement to Buy Bound Seller 
to Retain Lots Until Bridge 
Appeal Was Settled. 





Kugene Latinette, the sole East St. 
Louis property owner to contest the 
right of the City of St. Louis to con- 
demn land in illinois for the Reber free 
bridge approach, told a Post-Dispatch 


patch reporter Wednesday the inside 


of defendant, under an agreement with 
Leo J. Scherrer, one of the promoters 
of the Alton & Mississippi River Belt 


Railway and Transportation Co. 

Latinette declared he had carried out 
his part of the agreement with Scherrer 
in good faith, by permitting the use of 
his name as defendant in the condem- 
nation suit in an appeal to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
last month handed down a decision 
affirming the right of the City of St. 
Louis to condemn land tn Illinois, and 
also affirming the judgment of con- 
cemnation awarding $2300 to Latinette 
for his two lots at Fourteenth and Co- 
las streets, East St. Louis. 

Scherrer has refused, according to La- 
tinstte, to carry out an agreement made 
with him July 25, 1911, to purchase the 
two .lots from him for $3300. “he refu- 
sal of Scherrer to abide by the agree- 
ment led Latinette to employ an attor- 
ney to enforce ths contract. 

Terms of the Agreement. 

Under the terms of the agreement, 
Scherrer bound himself to pay all the 
costs of opposing the condemnation suit, 
and to pay 6 per cent interest on deferred 
payments of $3200 on the lots. At the time 
the contract was made he paid to Lati- 
nette $100, which, with interest at $16 a 
month, Latinette says is all he has got- 
ten out of the contest in the way of 
rewards for the use of his name. 

If Scherrer had succeeded in de- 
priving the city of the right to con- 


YLatinette contest, St. Louis would | 
have been at the mercy of the Alton 
& Mississippi ‘Railway, whieh had 
filed condemnation proceedings on 
much of the strip of land required by 
the city for the east bridge approach, 
necording to city officials. 

Scherrer has made several propositions 
to the city to give either a right of way 
for an approach leading to a tract of 
land in which he is interested, or to 
contribute money toward the building of 
un approach. Scherrer’s propositions 
have all been rejected by the city as 
unpracticable. 

Latinette was one of a number of 
land owners in East St. Louis against 
whom the city filed condemnation suits 
in October, 1910. Subsequent to the filing 
of the suits they were all dismissed by 
the city with the exception of those 
against Latinette and Prosper J. Soucy, 
an East St. Louis real estate dealer. 
The city acquired the other land by 
puré@ase, and after Soucy’s land was 
condemned by the Federal Court of East 
St. Louis he sold to the city and did 
not appeal. 

Scherrer Is Calleq In. 

“A few days after the condemnation 
suit was filed against me, Soucy called 
me into his office and asked me if 1 was 
going to contest the suit,’’ said Latinette 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “I told him 
I did not know. He said he had a man 
who would pay all the expenses of the 
contest. He called Leo J. Scherrer on 
the telephone and Scherrer came te 
Soucy’s office. 

“Scherrer agreed to pay all the cost 
of defending the condemnation suit. He 
gave me a check for $300. I cannot 
read or write and did not know just 
what the check was. When I took it 
to the bank to collect it the cashier 
said Scherrer haw no money in the 
bank, and that the check was dated 
six months in advance. I took the 
check back to Soucy’s office. 

‘Soucy gave me a letter which he 
said would indemnify me against pay- 
ment of attorney’s fees or court costs.’’ 

The agreement, a copy of which Lat- 
inette gave to the reporter, reads: 

“EAST ST, LOUTS, IIL, Oct. 28, 1910. 
— Wr. Eugene Latinette: This ia to,in- 
demnify you against any costs for 
attorney fees from Stern & Haberman 
against you to defend you in the U. 
S. Circuit Court, wherein the City of 
St. Louis is plaintiff ang you as one 
of the defendants. 

PrP. J. “SOUCY.” 

The condemnation suit was tried in 
the United States District Court of East 
St. Louis, May 22, 1911. The city won 
the suit. The law firm of Stern & Hab- 
erman, appearing as counsel for Lati- 
nette, filed their motions for a new 
trial the same day, and the next day 
took an appeal to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals at Chicago. 

City’s Offer In Refused. 

After the trial in the District Cour 

the City of St. Louls made to Latinette 
an offer of $3300 for his property as 
an inducement for him to drop the con- 
test. Latinette refused the offer, but 
entered into an agreement to sell the 
property to Secherrer for the same 
amount. 
This agreement, after describing the 
property and acknowledging the pay- 
ment of $100 to. Latinette, contains the 
following paragraph:

Inspector Henley Points Out! 
Danger From Fire in Christ- 
mas Decorations. 








Santa Claus will wear cotton whiskers 
at his own risk in St. Louis. If his 
beard catches fire and ignites the furni- 
ture of his flat he can’t collect insur- 
ance. 

Chief Inspector H. C. Henley of the 
Fire Prevention Bureau has sent out to 
all St.Louis stores in which Christmas 
goods 1. displayed a warning againat 
using cotton to represent snow in their 


show, windows. 

He also points_out the peril of the 
Christmas tree illuminated with can- 
Gles and lays down these rules for use 
in St. Louis homes: 

Don’t leave an illuminated tree un- 
watched. 

Don't use festoons of tissue paper 
or cotton batting om a tree. 

Don’t use any ornaments of cel- 
luloid. 

Don’t let the children touch 
tree. | 

Don’t permit a draft of air to sway 
the branches of a tree while it Is 
illuminated. 

Don't put cotton beneath a tree to 
make the carpet look like snowcov- 
ered ground. 

Don’t remove a thing from the tree 
until the candles on it are blown out. 

If the appearance of snow is de- 
sired for any purpose use “mineral 
wool,”’ or asbestos. It will not burn 
and gives a better effect than cotton. 
Henley calls attention to the fact that 

all fire insurance policies have a clause 
saying they will be void if the hazards 
shall be increased by means within the 
control or knowledge of the insured. 
This clause, he says, applies té the added 
risk of improperly decorated Christmas 
trees.

GIVES BLOOD 10 
SAVE A WOMAN 


Louis U. Junior Exhausted 
and Pale After Trans- 
fusion. 








As a possible means of saving the 
life of Mrs. Sophia Musk, a sufferer 
from pernicious anemia, Jack Tierney, a 
robust. member of the junior. class: at 
the St. Lows University School of Med- 
icine, gave her a large quantity of his 
blood through a transfusion operation 
performed at the Jewish Hospital, Tués- 
day afternooh. 

For 30 minutes, according to attaches 
of the hospital, blood flowed through a 
surgical connection between Mrs. Musk’s 
and Tierney’s arteries. At the end of 
that time Tierney was so weak that he 
could not stand alone, but the patient's 
lips and cheeks, as white and almost as 
lifeless as marble before the Operation, 
had regained the glow of comparative 
health. 

Her strength had increased proportion- 
ately and her spirits were revived. Bm- 
ployes of the hospital said the percent- 
age of red corpuscles in Mrs. Musk’s 
blood increased from 15 to 60 during the 
transfusion. 

Mrs. Musk is a widow, 23% years old, 
and has four children. She was taken 
to the hospital De¢. 6 from her home 
at 1008 North Thirteenth street. The 
malady, for which no certain remedy 
has been found, progressed with its 
customary rapidity and steadiness, and 
the physicians decided that only trans- 
fusion of healthy blood from another 
person could save her. 

Dr. Jacob Friedman, who is a mem- 
ber of the hospital staff, and of the fac- 
ulty of the St. Louis University Medi- 
cal Department, told the junior class 
bout the case during a lecturs, Friday 
afternoon, and remarked that anyone 
who would volunteer for the transfu- 
sion operation would acquire a valuable 
clinic experience, besides performing a 
humaaotarian service. 

Tierney, an athlete, volunteered. The 
physicians found on examination that 
his health was almost perfect, and his 
ecnstitution rugged enough to with- 
stand the logs of biood. 

The operation was performed by Dr.

Was Bootblack After School. 

Fred O. Bezner was born in Jersey- 
ville Sept. 3, 1879. His father, Frederick 
Bezner, was a florist, and the demand 
for flowers was not sufficient to afford. 
him a comfortable living. So the boy, 
before and after school hours; used to 
shine shoes in Miller Bros. barber shop. 
He continued this work while he went 
through ths High School, and.then he 
drew from the bank the money he had 
saved from his $6 a week eariings, and 
went to Chicago.

The 
trip was uneventful until the approach 
of darkness. Then came a most bril- 
liant sunset. The shimmer of the water, 
reflecting the variegated colors of the 
sky, intensified by th speed with which 
the different color schemes were ap- 
proached and passed as they broke 
through the rifts in the trees, produced 
a kaleidoscopic effect.

Deputy Coroner Fath drew from her, 
a statement that in case patients be- 
came unruly she could get assistance 
only. by ‘telephoning the night superin- 
tendent, and that several minutes would 


Warned of Mra. 
Miss Boehme said that ‘Tosobew night 


was the first time she had had a night 
detail, and that she was assigned to 
Ward K50. She said K20 was crowded 
that night and the nurse from that ward 
brought her four patients, including 
Mrs. Gordon, The nurse told her none 
of them needed special watching except 
Mrs. Gordon, who had acted queerly. 

She told that she passed Mrs. Gor- 
don’s bed severa] times during the night 
and that each time Mrs. Gordon seemed 
to be sleeping. She saw her at 4:30 a. 
m. and then went into a dressing room |: 
across @ hall. She had been in the room 
two or three minutes, she said, when 
a patient called to her that another pa- 
tient had opened a window. She hurried 
into the room, found Mrs. Gordon’s bed 
unoccupied and the window open. On 
the ground she saw Mrs. Gordon's body. 

In reply to questions by Fath, she 
said she had 49 patients to care for, 
and that she was the only nurse on 
night duty in the wari.

ARMOUR LOSES IN 
ASSESSMENT SUIT 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dec. 18.—~The 
Supreme Court handed down a de- 
cision affecting the collection of taxes. 
and penalties on $168,000,000 worth of 
property, held by a number of the 
heaviest property owners in Cook 
County. 

The suit was brought by Frank W.

Oe . *ee™ eye 
Question at issue seems to be whether os apt the 
issuance of Mability insurance protection t& oF. is 
not against public policy. The courts ef this 
State have held that it is not. It was contended 
that the issuance of Mability insurance policies on 
factories resulted in the employer becoming lax 
as to the safety of his employes, for the reason 
~~ he was free from loss financially as @ result 

of accidents. As a matter of fact, it was shown 
that thousands of accidents were being prevented 
yearly as a result of the rigid inspection service 
being maintained by the companies writing this 
class of insurance. 

Not only are the insurance companies exercising 
this close inspection service on automobiles in 
Missouri, but they are cd-operating with the Po- 
lice Department for the preventing any careless 
driver of an automobile from obtaining insurance. 
Mr. Edmonds would be surprised if he knew how 
many owners cf automobiles in Bt. Louls cannot 
obtain insurance, because of their own records as 
operators of automobiles, and how many other 
Owners have been compelled to discharge drivers 
in order to maintain insurance fn force. Mr. £4- 
monds can ascertain from Chief Young of the 
Police Department the extent of the close work- 
ing arrangement between the companios and the 
department in the form of weekly reporte to the 
companies of the names of undesirable operators 
from an insurance standpoint. 

It can be shown that most of the accidents oo- 
cur while the automobile is being driven by per- 
sons other than the owner and frequently with- 
out the consent of the owner. It seems, therefore, 
unfair to undertake to deprive the owner of pro- 
tection against financial loss resulting from the 
carelessness of a driver over whom he has no oon- 
trol. It is hardly necessary to say that the hired 
driver is not concerned in the financial loss of his 
employer; meaning that the question of whether 
or not his employer is insured, would not in any 
way affect his manner of operating the car. 

In view of the fact that the situation has been 
canvassed and the conclusion arrived at, that the 
prevention of accidents could not, in any manner, 
be affected by the question of ‘insurance, {t would 
seém a very unwise thing for Missouri to enact 
rabid legislation which could be of no benefit te 
the general public and which would seriously im- 
pair the automobile industry, which is certainly 
cne that must be recognized now as one of the 
substantial businesses of the State. 

In my opinion, there is only one cure for the 
situation and that is, police court judges should 
be empowered to inflict a jail or workhouse sen- 
tence On a careless operator of an automobile, 
and this without giving them the privilege of 
escaping imprisonment by paying a fine. The 
automobile owners may think that this is rather 
severe, but it is the only way, in my opinion, that 
accidents can be stopped which are the result of 
the carelessness of the driver. I make this state- 
ment, notwithstanding the fact that I own and 
cperate two automobiles, one personally and the 
other through a paid driver. 
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" Practically all of the distinguished men who 
have responded to the New York World’s inquiry, 
republished today, agree that the Panama Canal 
act, sO far_as it is in conflict with our treaty 
Twith Great Britain, should: be repealed, or that 
the dispute should be promptly submitted to ar- 
bitration.

From the New York Herald. 

The one absolutely sure conclusion of modern 
medietne is that disease never originates de novo 
and that cases of contagious diseases always take 
their rise from preceding cases. There is no 
spontaneous origin of life, and diffusable disease 
ts due to living germs. 

Sewage becomes, then, the possible source of 
disease, and must not be neglected. It is costly 
to dispose of it properly, but the cost !s more 
than eounterbalanced by the easily calculable 
money value of life and health to many people. 


When it waa first proposed to institute sewer- 


age systems the expense seemed to be an abso- 
lutely prohibitive factor. Now even small towns 
know that it pays. When Berlin found that the 
two little rivers, the Havel and the Spree, becamé 
sources of disease because blocked with sewage 
the growing city made other arrangements, and 
her sewage farms are one of the sanitary lessons 
of the world. 

New York has come to the time when even the 
abundant waters of our rivers and harbor cannot 
be counted on to absorb the city’s sewage without 
danger to those who live near or work on our 
water front. We must look to some sewage dis- 
posal system to help solve the problem. Recent 
discussions by experts show that the solution may 
even be easy and not expensive. New York's citi- 
gens must be ready to recognize the necessity we 
are under of not further polluting our waters 
ard of making sewage absolutely harmless be- 
fore trusting it to the vicissitudes of tides and 
winds.

times. And he has answered it at la 
to his own satisfaction, but his answe_ 
is wrong. He has made up his befud- 
dled mind that he is “John Doe.” His 
wife, his sons, his friends know that he 
is Mark W. Harrington. It is true he 
has once or twice answered to the name 
wher doctors and nurses have addressed 
him as Harrington, but that has been 
done subconsciously, the habit of a life- 
time being for the moment stronger than 
the conviction of the mind. 


HE personality of Mark W. Har- 
rinzzton was made up of memories 
of study in colleges and universities, of 
a professorship at Pekin, China, of the 
presiden.:y of a university,-~of work done 
in meteorolegy, of years spent as Chief 
of the United States Weather Bureau, 
of political warfare with President 
Clevelani, of a sudden fall from his 
high office and of years of struggle to 
maintain a family and educate his sons. 
Such was the mass of experiencés that 
made this man able to say “I am Mark 
Harrington.” 

All this has gone. The man who sits 
in his clair in the asylum reading 
Cicero, Virgil, Horace, remembers noth- 
ing of the university career and the 
work in the Weather Bureau that won 
fame for Mark Harrington. They speak 
to him about it and he smiles incredu- 
lousiy. “I am John Doe,” he says. 

He ceased to be Mark Harrington one 
night in 1899 after leaving his home in 
Mount Vernon to attend a dinner in 
New York. For eight years Mark Har- 
ringtom ceased to exist, save in the 
memories of his friends. All this time 
the man who had been Mark Harring- 
ton was wandering about the world, 
doing all sorts of strange things. He 
revisited China, was a tramp in the 
Southern States, worked beside negroes 
on cotton plantations, was a lumber- 
man and a worker in a shipyard and 
staked out a claim in the State of 
Washingion. 

Once in Chicago he had a lucid interval 
that lasted long enough for him to give 
an intelligent interview to the Chicago 
newspapers. But then the doubt re- 
turned like a mist, obscuring the pages 
of his memory, settling down like a 
pall over his past -until it blotted out 
even the name of the book. Then he 
asked madly: ““Who am I?” And when 
his wife and son found him in the insane 
asylum they were total strangers to 
him. He had answered the question 
wrong. He was John Doe. And John 
Doe he is today. 

In his case the doubt had driven him 
mad. But cases in which there is no 
madness are almost as common. For 
example, George Scott of Vancouver,

a broken skull to the startling realiza- 
tion that several years of his early life 
had been erased from his memory for 
more than a quarter of a century. They 
came back to him now in a flash, as if 
the cracking of his skull had broken 
the seal of a cupboard in his mind and 
revealed the long-hidden contents. He 


|called his wife of two years to him and 


told her that 27 years ago he had left 
a wife and family in Scotland and came 
to America to make his fortune. 
CHANDLER ROGERS of New 
York awoke in a hospital in Seattle 
on Oct. 10, 1911, after his skull had been 
trepanned to remove the bone that was 
pressing: on his brain. He thought he 
was in New York, for the last thing he 
remember was being pulled out of the 
river into which he had been thrown 
by thugs who had blackjacked and 
robbed him. They brought him a news- 
paper, from which he learned where he 
was and that 14 years had elapsed since 
that assault in New York. But these 
14 years were to him as if they had not 
been. 
The nurses addressed him as George 


Kelly. For a while he lay and wondered, 
asking himself that fatal question: ‘““‘Who 


am 1?” But this time it was quickly 


answered. Though he had for 14 years 


wpbeen Kelly he knew he was not Kelly 


ut Rogers. 

In these cases only a part of the ex- 
periences of life had been blotted out. 
The results of education—ability to 
speak and read, for example—remained. 
In the case of the Rev. Thomas C. 
Hanna of New York, the entire book 
of life was hermetically sealed by a 
blow on the head received in falling 
from a trolley car. The learned clergy- 
man was suddenly reduced to the con- 
dition of a new-born baby. He knew 
no one. He could not speak. He couli 
not even chew food. They began at the 
beginning with him, teaching him tv 
walk, to talk, to read. He learned rap- 
idly. Though he had never known mu- 
sic he learned to play the scons well in 
two weeks. 

As suddenly as it had gone, his minc 
returned after four months. But the 
pages that had been added to the book 
in those four months were forever 
sealed.

CATAPULT TO LAUNCH | 
U. S. HYDROAEROPLANES 


Naval Officers Believe Problém 
of Flight From Decks Is 


Solved. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—As the result 

of experiments with a catapult launch- 
ing device, naval officers today believe 
the problem. of successfullly launching 
hydroaeroplanes from the decks of bat- 
tleships has been solved. The experi- 
ments have been carried on at the 
Washington navy yard by Lieut. Theo- 
dore G. Ellyson, U. 8S. N., and his dem- 
onstration is being applauded by offi- 
clals of the Navy Department. 
The launching device is the invention 
of Capt. W. R. Chambers, head of the 
navy aviation squad, and is operated by 
compressed air. The apparatus is sim- 
ple and can be affixed to a revolving 
gun turret within 30 minutes, after 
which the turret can be turned to throw 
the flying machine into the wind. On 
returning from -its light,- the hydro- 
aeroplane would settle in the sea along- 
side its parent ship and be hoisted 
aboard. 

Naval attaches of England, Germany 
Russia, France and Italy have been in- 
terested observers of the tests. The 
various governments also have asked 
directly for information as to the type 
and operation of. the catapult.
